Retirement of Frederick Wensley, 
64, as chief of the intelligence divis- 
inn of Scotland Yard, has brought to 
an end a career which began in the 
Limehousee district and resulted in 
the solution of numerous murder and 
other mysteries. He came to know 
every nook in Chinatown and the 
East End, the anarchists’ haunts and 
dens of iniquity. With hawklike fea- 
tures, piercing eyes and bushy eye- 
brows, Wensley resembles Lord 
Reading, and really looks the part 
that novelists have assigned the de- 
tective. In real life his work often 
shamed the amateur exploits of his 
prototypes in fiction. Most of his 
murder mysteries were solved as he 
sat back in a big armchair in Scot- 
land Yard Building.
